DOVLESTOWN. 


-The residents of Doylestown enjoyed,a 


lecture on' Friday evening which is well 
worthy of brief comment in this column. 
The speaker was Theodore C. Search, of 
Philadelphia, a native of this county, and a 
business man and manufacturer who enjoys 
an international reputation. Mr. Search is, 
or was, President of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, and has conducted com- 
mercial investigations in every country like- 
ly to do business with American manufact- 
urers. It was for the purpose of promoting 
trade of this character that the Associatio 
was created. 
What Mr. Search had to say 


upon the subject of commerce was brough 
in incidentally, but in reality constituted the 
most significant part of his discourse. He 
described ibe present industrial condition o: 
this country as.something unprecedented in 
the history of any nation, and yet this is bui 
the beginning of vast commercial and manu- 
facturing projects, in his opinion. Never in 
the history of the world has there been such 
tremendous consolidation of capital. 
Manu 


fuciurers and merchants who, a few years 
ago, were looking to the American market to 
consume their products have faced about at 
Mr. Search's suggestion made at a meeting 
of the Association in Chicago, and are~now 
acquiring a Jarge foreign .trade, which, in 
lime, will consume the surplus produce ol 
the country. Mr. Search believes the trade 
with Spanish-American countries will be 
enormous. The Association is now building 
warehouses in every, country of the globe 
where there is any likelihood of establishing 
trade relations. Every prominent manufact- 
urer of the country is a member of the Asso- 
ciation. 
Mr. Search, a short, time ago, was 


the treasurer and business manager of the 
Stetson Hat Company, of Philadelphia, and 
relinquished a salary of $25,000 a year to 
at iend to other matters, but lest anyone 
should think that upon this occasion he was 
talking through his hat it might be added 
that he has frequently contributed valuable 
.nformation to Congressional committees and 
is uow a director in the Lake Superior Con- 
solidated Power Company and other organi- 
zations of like magnitude. 
While there was 


not a word p.f politics in the discourse deliv- 
ered by Mr. Search it might be well to call 
attention to the fact that.a Presidential elec- 
lon is coining along" and that workiugmen 
all over the country would do well to con- 
trast the picture he drew with the dark days 
that prevailed a few years ago.

ow is the time for the gentlemen who as- 


pire to go to Congress, or, to be more speci- 
ic, who desire to prevent the return of Hon. 
Irving P. Wanger to .Washington, to make 
the candidacy of their friends known. There 
lias been a desultory sort <jf warfare conduc- 
ted lately against Mr. Wanger, eo insignifi- 
cant up lo date that only a single puff of 
smoke has been seen here or -there in Bucks 
or Montgomery, but always from behind en- 
trenchments in the shape of anonymous 
statements, for which nobody seems to be 
responsible. 
Now, however, the matter has 


assumed more definite shape owing to the 
appointment of conferrees by the Chairmen 
of the two counties, who will meet at the 
iingham House in Philadelphia on Saturday 
rfternoon, February 24, to fix a time and 
ilace for holding the Congressional couven- 
ion. Chairman Joseph W. Shelly, of Bucks, 
las appointed as conferrees Charles Cress- 


man, 
of Quakertown ; ex-Sheriff Irvin Aurou, 


of Doylestown ; George..VV. Ra'dc;iff, of Buck- 
ingham, and Joseph S. Thomas, of Bristol. 
Thus far no criticism of the Couuiy Chair, 
man's appointments has been made, which 
indicates that in this section of the county 
they are entirely satisfactory. Chairman 
Solly, of Montgomery county, has appointed 
Charles VV. Humphreys, of Bryn Mawr; 
John G. Prizer, Schwenksville ; Benjamin 
Thomas, Bridgeport; Joseph W, Hunter, 
Jenkiutown ; 8. Powell Childs, Plymouth. 
When the recent meeting of the Republican 
County Committee, of Bucks, took place at 
Doyleatown, it was the sense of that body 
that the election of delegates to the Ntuional 
convention should be made at the Congres- 
sional convention. It is likely there will be 
no opposition to this project, which is a very 
sensible one, there being . but one candidate 
for National delegate in thia county, Joseph 
R. Grundy, of Bristol. It is ;not likely that 
Mr. Grundy will have any opposition. In 
Montgomery county Joseph Bosler, of Chel- 
tenham, is the candidate for National dele- 
gate. So far as th'o Congressional matter has 
progressed there appears to be no organized 
effort to stir up any antagonism to Mr. 
Wanger. 


When E. G. Harrison, of the Bureau of 


Road Inquiry, Washington, spoke on the 
subject of road making before the National 
Farm School at Doylestown a short time ago, 
he aroused such enthusiasm upon the «ub- 
ject that a committee was appointed to con- 
struct a road of the character he described, 
and according to his methods, between the 
school and Doylestown. A meeting of the 
committee was held on Monday morning at 
the office of Harry J. Shoemaker. The other 
members of the committee were Dr. Harvey 
Kratz, New Britain ; Ezra Miohener. Sole- 
bury; Louis Buckman, Doyleatowu, 
and 


Prof. B. E. Faville, of the Farm School. 
The committee desires to arouse not only 
local but widespread interest iu -this bit of 
rood, and took>steps to do so on Monday. 
The government engineers, two of them, will 
be present to superintend the construction of 
the thoroughfare. It is hoped that people 
in various sections of the county will witness 
the work. Indeed, the, government is lend- 
ing its assistance for this purpose, which 
places the project upon abroad basis. Funds 
will be needed to accomplish the work, and 
those who use the thoroughfare will be asked 
to contribute liberally.- The length of the 
road it is proposed to'macadamize is about 
one mile.

"That the inhabitants of these islands 


shall enjoy every fundamental and inalien- 
able right, such as protection by the Govoin- 
ment, the enjoyment of life and liberty, and 
the right to the pursuit of happiness and to 
acquire and enjoy propeity, subjeck only to 
such restraints as may be prescribed for the 
public good, all of us are fully agreed. That 
they will, under our Government, oome to a 
realization of blessings of which they have 
never even had a glimpse before I for one 
have not the slightest doubt.

and control of a people, in whom, as 1 have 
said in the beginning, these things are bred

water, it being cloudy.

'•The Schuylkill water served to the house- 
holders of Philadelphia has been muddy, 
discolored and repulsive for a week or more 
past. It was just beginning to clarify itself 
a little when the rains of yesteiday washed 
into the river more soil and filth, which will 
keep it grossly and visibly polluted for days 
to come. 
It is evident mat the contamina- 


tion of the river by rainstorms gets worse 
year by year, until now it becomes unspeak- 
ably vile after every big rainfall. Filtration 
will cuie all this "

water company.

with the injured yeoman's family. 
His ez- 


planation was that the yeoman's father, S. 
F. Long, a well-known business man, of 
Hartsville, hod cabled to Admiral Watson 
for particular as to his son's injuries and 
had signed the dispatch "Long" Then the 
Admiral, thinking the message was from 
Secretary of the Navy Long, which required 
prompt official recognition, sent the answer 
to the Navy Department instead of the young 
man's father.

There were thirty-three nuisances reported 


and abated during the year 1899 
They con- 


sisted mostly of defective and overflowing 
water closets and cesspools. 
No nuisance 


is now known to exist. 


The accompanying exhibit classifies the 


one hundred aud fourteen deaths which 
occurred during the year. 
There were also 


seven still-born. 


Attention is called to the fact that there 


were two deaths ft om typhoid fever and one 
from measles, but no other deaths from con- 
tagious or communicable diseases. 
There 


have been no cases of diphtheria pr soarlel 
fever in the borough during the year, which 
certainly is a cause of congratulation. There 
were reported thirteen cases of typhoid fever 
and six of scarlet rash. Classification of age 
at death is also given in accompanying 
exhibit.

There were one hundred and twenty-two 


births reported and forty-four marriages. 


The annual cellar inspection was made in 


June and July and the police report that 
nearly <nl examined were in good sanitary 
condition. 


The Board of Health desire to call the

Some Properties of Silk. 


The silkworm was originally found in 


China, and fabrics of this material were 
made in that country about 2700 B. 0. 
About 900 yards of silk are produced by 
a single worm, nnd there are nearly 13 
pounds of waste silk, designated as 
"thrown silk," for every pound of good 
silk. 
Thrown silk, although known as 


waste silk, is not by any means useless, 
for delicate and intricate modern ma- 
chinery now converts it into a lit material 
for the manufacturer's use. 
The chief 


waste in silk culture arises from defect- 
ive cocoons, and the material secured 
from them is real "waste silk." 


The elasticity of silk is remarkable. 


The great diversity in the diameter of 
the filament produced by the silkworm Is 
the cause of much difficulty in maintain- 
ing uniformity in the dimensions of the 
reeled ailk. If, for instance, the operative 
starts off with six strands from as many 
cocoons, the product from each will di- 
minish more or less in diameter. Conse- 
quently in order to.preserve the standard 
regularity it becomes necessary to add or 
take away the product of one or two 
more worms, which operation calls for 
considerable skill and judgment.—Manu- 
facturer.

In the closing days of the year 1851 


the English troopship Birkenhead sailed 
from Cork in perfect trim and in charge 
of an able and'gallant commander with 
631 souls on board. 
Two months later 


her shattered hulk lay at the bottom of 
the ocean off the African coast and of her 
human freight only 193 remained alive. 
While the disaster which intervened was

1 saw her 
as plainly as I see you, and 1 know she's 
dead.' 


"1 was attached to the girl, who had 


faithfully served me, so; having assured 
her that it was silly to believe in dreams, 
I promised that in order to convince ber 
that her mother was alive I would send 
a cable of inquiry to Philadelphia. 1 did 
so, and the reply came that her mother 
was alive and well. A few months later 
we returned to America, and, leaving 
me in New York, my maid went over to 
Philauclphia to see her people.

one of which Englishmen can never think 
without pride, for those- saved included 
all the women and children on board, and 
in the story of the loss of the Birkenhead 
the horror of the disaster is obscured by 
admiration for the men who cheerfully 
yielded their lives to save those of the 
weaker ones and when all hope was gone 
faced 
death steadfastly and without 


flinching or faltering.1 


It was a clear, bright morning in late 


December, 1851', when the Birkenhead 
steamed out of the cove of Cork and rap- 
idly dropped the Irish coast behind her. 
Her cargo consisted of troops destined to 
relieve those at. that time on the African 
stations, the detachment being made up 
of details from the Seventy-eighth high- 
landers, the Twelfth lancers and the 
Forty-third, Seventy-third and Ninety- 
first of the line, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Seton of the Seventy-eighth 
Highlanders. 
The soldiers were nearly 


all destined for long terms of service in 
the colonies, and many of them had their 
families with them, there being some 40 
women and children on the ship. 


The Birkenhead was a stanch and well 


equipped vessel, and Captain Salmond, 
her commander, a thorough seaman, but 
from the first there were forebodings of 
disaster among her crew, for'she was 
what is known as an unlucky ship, one of 
those unfortunate vessels with which 
nothing seems to go right, and had suf- 
fered a series of small mishaps almost 
from the day of her launch. Seamen al- 
ways fear a ship of this kind, and, singu- 
larly enough, their fear seems to be justi- 
fied to a certain extent, for of the great 
ocenn disasters a large proportion seems 
to have happened to these unlucky ships. 


Even in the early part of the voyage 


the Bifkenhend appears to have justified 
her reputation, for from the time of her 
sailing until she had crossed the bay of 
Biscay she was buffeted by such a suc- 
cession of gales as was almost unprece- 
dented for that time of the year even in 
that stormy and boisterous region. She 
suffered several minor accidents, but 
managed to get through without putting 
in for repairs. Later she ran into better 
weather, and from that time on ..had a 
smooth and pleasant voyage to St. Si- 
mon's Bay, Cape of Good Hope, her first 
port of call, where- she arrived on Feb. 
23, 1852. 


At this point Colonel Seton found in- 


structions from Sir Henry Smith, the 
governor of the Cape of Good Hope, re- 
garding the distribution of tbc> troops on 
board, and waiting only one day to take 
on fresh provisions and water, the Bir- 
kenhead started for Algoa Bay, the first 
place at which she was to land a detach- 
ment. 


It was a beautiful evening on which 


she steamed out of St. Simon's Bay. The 
night was clear and still; and the surface 
of the water was unruffled, although, as 
always on that coast, there was a heavy 
swell running in from the seaward. The 
course of the ship lay along the shore, 
which could be plainly seen at a distance 
of about three miles, the lights and bea- 
cons being in full view. On board the 
ship all was calm and tranquillity. Only 
the watch remained awake, and the big 
vessel slid on over the smooth water al- 
most without sound except for the rhyth- 
mical beat of her engines and paddles. 


How the disaster happened no one will 


ever know. It is certain that Captain 
Salmond was a full mile farther inshore 
than he should have been, but how the 
mistake was mo.de, through what un- 
known current or error in calculation, be 
never explained to a human court mar- 
tial. On such a night there would seem 
to be no excuse for such an error, yet it 
was made, and-about 2 o'clock in the 
morning of the 24th the Birkenbead 
drove, without warning, upon one of the 
many submerged rocks running out from 
Point Danger. 


Unfortunately for all on board, - the 


rock was one of the farthest out from 
land, detached from the rest of the reefs 
and with deep water all around it. The 
ship went on with such force that she 
passed nearly half over it, tearing open 
her bottom as she did so, and finally 
brought up hanging on the rock at a point 
just forward of the paddle "boxes and 
with her bow and stern-fully supported 
by the sea only when she was underrun 
by a swell. As each sea ran under her 
she was raised almost clear of the rock, 
and, as it passed on, dropped on it again, 
as one pounds a stick of kindling wood 
across one's knee to break it in two. No 
ship built with human hands could stand 
euch treatment long, and the Birkenhead 
Instantly began to fill and settle. 


It needed no seaman to toll from the 


steady settling of tb? vessel that-she had 
flot many minutes to remain above wa- 
ter. 
The white, set faces of the ship's 


officers as they moved about directing the 
getting out of the boats and the;jdesper- 
ate energy wjth which their orders were 
carried out showed that there was hope 
of safety but for a few, yet men and'offi- 
cers were as calm and steady as though 
on parade. There was a rapid consulta- 
tion of the officers, and the soldiers and 
marines were at once put to work-throw- 
ing overboard the horses and camp im- 
pedimenta and manning the band pumps 
" .• after part of the vessel, which was 


tut only part there was any. hope of keep- 
ing afloat, even for a short time. 


In the meantime the sailors were work- 


ing fiercely getting out the boats,'but 
with meager results. Two cutters and 
the gig were swung" out and. lowered, :but 
the davits of the other boats, were found 
to be rusted fast in their places, so that 
the boats could not be stirred from their 
positions. These three boats then were 
the only hope of safety for more than 600 
souls, but there was no hesitation as to 
who should take advantage of that hope. 
The second cutter, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Richards, was brought alongside, 
and the women and children were placed 
on .board. Colonel Seton, -with his drawn 
sword In hand, stood in-the gangway and 
threatened to cut down any man trying 
to force his way into the boat, but there 
was no need of this precaution, for the 
men stood steady and quiet at their posts, 
though the writhing of the deck under 
their feet told them that the vessel was 
in her death throes. 


Hardly had the cutter cleared the gang- 


way, with her precious freight when -the 
Birkenhead .broke squarely in two just 
forward'of the engines,'and the forward 
"part, elidinp-off the rock, plunged like a 
shot Into*"the depths' of ;the ocean.

was given for all who conld to save thorn- 
selves. 
Even, then, when all discipline 


was thrown nsid?. the habits of years of 
rigid training ruled all the actions of the 
soldiers. There was no unmanly rush for 
the two remaining Txiats, and those who 
could swim aided their comrades to places 
in them and on bits of floating wreckage. 
The boats were quickly filled bcyund the 
point of safety and pulled away from the 
vessel, leaving those on* board facing 
death by the ghastly light of the blue 
lights anxl rockets which had been ^show- 
ered upward sinceTthe ship first struck. ; 


Death was not long in coming for most 


of the poor fellows. Five minutes after 
the forward "part of the vessel bad'goue 
down she broke again Just aft of the 
mainmast. The after part.Jieeled over 
and sank, and a moment later the main 
body of the'vessel slid from the rock and 
plunged beneath the waves, Colonel Se- 
ton standing calmly by the gangway and 
going down with it to a brave man's 
grave. In a little more than 20 minutes 
from the time the vessel struck the rock 
there remained of her no vestige but the 
floating wreckage, which covered the wa- 
ter, and the main topmast, which pro- 
jected above the surface. On this many 
of-the men took refuge, while others sup- 
ported themselves-on pieces of wreckage 
or on life preservers, with which they 
had previously provided themselves, and 
started for the shore, which was some 
two ruiles distant. 


It was too far for most of the poor fel- 


lows, and of nearly 300, who started for 
the shore most gave it up and sank be- 
fore completing the distance. But there 
was another death which lurked in the 
waters between the rock and the shore- 
death sudden and horrible and which left 
the survivors with shaken nerves and 
failing courage. 
The sea was infested 


by sharks, and nearly all who had strip- 
ped off their clothes were eaten by 
them. 
Many a poor fellow, swimming 


alongside with a comrade, heard a sud- 
den rush and a cry and found himself 
with only a bloody eddy beside him and 
a creeping dread at his heart that he 
might be the next to meet such a fate. 


And even with the shore safety was 


not gained. 
A heavy swell and strong 


undertow and a rocky and difficult coast 
were but a part, of the dangers with 
which they had to contend. 
For a long 


way out from the shore the sea was filled 
with great masses ot seaweed, which 
wrapped about their limbs as they swam 
and slipped under their feet as they 
struggled toward the shore, and many 
who had almost reached the land gave 
up, disheartened, and met their death in 
the clinging weed. 


Gradually, one after another, they drag- 


ged themselves from the water and gath- 
ered together-on the firm land, and when 
it became certain that there were no more 
to come there were in that party but 68 
out of all who had stood on the deck of 
the Birkenhead when she went down. 
But little could be done for them at the 
fishing station at Point Danger, and they 
were obliged to tramp for more than 20 
miles through a rough and broken coun- 
try-to the house of Captain Smalds, for- 
merly of the Seventh Dragoon guards. 
Here they were well cared for and two 
days later were taken off by H. M. S. 
Rhadamanthus, sent from St. Simon's 
Bay. 


The fate of the other survivors was 


much easier. 
The three boats under 


Lieutenant Richards, when they pulled 
away from the wreck, bad made for St. 
Simon's Bay, as they were all so heavily 
loaded as to make the attempt to land in 
the heavy surf inshore one of great dan- 
ger. They rowed ail night and at dawn 
were picked jap by the schooner Lioness, 
Captain Ramsdcn, who after taking them 
on board at once started for the scene of 
the .wreck. 
On arriving there, early in 


the afternoon, the 'main topmost was 
found to be still standing, with 45 men 
clinging to it. These were taken off, but 
there was no sign of any other survivors. 


One hundred and twenty-five were tak- 


en by the Lioness from the boats and 
from the mast. ,Sixty-eight succeeded in 
reaching the shore. Of the others of the 
Birkenhead's great company all perish 
ed; but, to the credit of British courage 
be it said, there was in this number noi 
one woman or child. 
Captain Wright, 


the senior surviving military officer, re- 
mained for two days at the scene of the 
wreck for the purpose of burying the 
bodies. Many came ashore, but the great- 
er number sleep in unmarked but not un 
honored'graves.—Short Stories.

INDIAN MAGIC.

the La.te Lord Lylton. 


The following story of Indian magic

When in .India, Lord Lytton often sought 
out conjurers, but never saw any but 
the usual feats, such as the mango tree 
trick and the basket trick.

In each case is known, or, at all events, 
plausible explanations have been given 
by Mr. Maskelyne and other experts. 


On one occasion Lord Lytton liked 


something in the looks of the conjurer 
who was performing in the open space 
before his house. After the ordinary ex- 
hibition his lordship asked the magician 
if he could not do something .more out of 
the common way. The man said he would 
try and asked for airing, which Lord Lyt- 
ton gave him. He" then requested an of- 
ficer to take in either hand a handful of 
seeds. One sort was sesame. The name 
of the other sort my informant did not 
know. 
Holding these seeds and having 


the ring between bis fingers and thumb, 
the officer was to go to a well in the 
corner of the compound. He was to dis- 
pose of the seeds in a certain way—1 
think on the low wall around the well, 
into the depths of which he was to throw 
the ring. 
All this was done, arid then 


the magician asked Lord Lytton where 
he would like the ring to reappear. He 
answered 
"in his dispatch box," of 


which the key was attached to his watch 
chain, or, .at all events, he .had it with 
him on the spot. The dispat:h box was 
brought out. Lord Lytton opened it, and 
there was the ring. 


This trick would be easy if the British 


officer was a confederate of the juggler 
and if he possessed a duplicate key to the 
dispatch box. In that case he would not 
throw the ring into the well, but would 
take it into the house, open the box and 
insert the ring. But this explanation in- 
volves enormous improbabilities, while it 
is unlikely, again, that the conjurer man- 
aged to insert a duplicate ring into the 
dispatch box beforehand. 


Lord Lytton then asked the juggler if 


he could repeat the trick. He answered 
in the affirmative, and a lady lent another 
ring. 
Another officer took it, with the 


seeds, as before, and dropped the ring in- 
to the well. The countenance of the jug- 
gler altered in the pause which followed. 
Something, he said, had gone wrong, and 
,he seemed agitated.' Turning to the sec- 
ond officer, he asked, "Did you arrange 
the seeds as I bade you?" 
"No," said 


the officer; "I thought that was all non- 
sense, and 1 threw them away." The jug- 
gler seemed horrified. "Do you think I 
do this by "my self?" be said, and, packing 
up, he departed.

by Prince Kropotkin, the author, after 
telling of things he himself saw In his 
childhood, says:

poker players are born, and it simply 
wasn't In him. As far as being able to 
manipulate the cards was concerned, he 
couldn't do it, even had he bi>en so dis- 
posed, which of coursp he wasn't.

ferent from what is called advantage 
playing. I have known four or five fine 
sleight of hand performers, and not one 
of them could do a thing with the deck 
in an ordinary game. , To do successful 
crooked work in short cards requires not 
only great dexterity of a kind entirely 
distinct from stage tricks, but also a pe- 
culiar temperament. 
All the men who 


became famous for that sort of thing in 
the old days were of the same general 
type, and, when I come to think about it, 
those I knew looked more or less alike. 
They could perform extraordinary feats, 
but it required years of practice and set- 
ting everything else aside. 
No profes- 


sional juggler could spare the time to 
learn.

ble is that he was continually beiug made 
the victim. :He made no secret of the 
facfthiit he had been fleeced time and 
again, and I happen to know personally 
that he was once swindled out of a con- 
siderable amount by one of the oldest and 
stalest devices known to the fraternity. 
When the thing, was .explained to him 
afterward, he was deeply disgusted, but 
he had never suspected it at the time." —
